Color — The  Unit  Banner  is  blue,  the  De- 
partment white,  and  the  National  red. 
Material — All  silk  flags  are  made  of  heavy 
U.  S.  Government  quality  banner  silk.  All 
wool  flags  are  made  of  U.  S.  Government 
quality  wool  bunting. 

Description — All  silk  U.  S.  flags  are  made 
with  sewed  stripes  and  silk  embroidered  stars. 
All  wool  U.  S.  flags  are  made  with  sewed 
stars  and  sewed  stripes.  All  Unit  banners  are 
made  of  double  thickness  material  with  the 
emblem  and  wording  reading  correctly  on 
both  sides.  Silk  Unit  banners  are  decorated 
and  lettered  in  pure  gold  leaf.  Wool  Unit 
banners  are  lettered  with  cut  and  sewed  let- 
ters of  gold  colored  sateen — the  emblem  is 
painted. 

Mounting — All  Auxiliary  flags  are  trimmed 
and  mounted  according  to  official  regulations.
